BECK INSPIRES 
WYCOMBE RAIDS 


Leytonstone 4 Wycombe 2 


WYCOMBE WANDERERS  con- 
ceded defeat seven minutes from 
the end in this Amateur Cup 
clash. 

Twice in the second half 
Wycombe, handicapped by an 
injury to right-back Beck, fought 
back from a two-goal deficit to 
narrow the gap. The visitors 
were forced to keep Beck on the 
field because they arrived at 
Leytonstone with only 11 fit men, 
yet it was Beck who rallied 
Wycombe after Leytonstone had 
taken a two-goal jead through 
international centre forward 
Peter Diwell, who scored in the 
first half, and Ken Gray, who 
scored a minute after the 
interval. ` 

Wycombe could not master 
Gray and Diweli, and it was a 
surprise when Beck hit 
Wycombe’s first goal in the T1lst 
minute. Four minutes later 
right winger Ron Stone scored a 
Simple goal for Leytonstone. 

Beck was pulled down in -the 
penalty area eight minutes from 
time and inside left Horseman 
scored from the spot, 

A minute later Diwell surged 
poe to score again for Leyton- 
stone.
